3.  Received  any  bonus  or  payment  in  lieu  of  loss  of 
time  while  playing  as  a  member  of  any  club  or  engaged 
in  any  athletic  sport  or  exercise,  or  «ny  consideration 
whatever,  for  any  service  as  an  athlete,  except  actual  trav- 
elling or  hotel  exk>enses. 

4.  Sold  or  pledged  his  prizes. 

6.    Promoted  an  athletic  competition  for  personal  gain. 

NOTE — An  athlete  guilty  of  any  of  the  above  offences 
can  never  be  reinstated. 

(B)  An  athlete  who  has  competed  with  or  against 
a  professional  for  a  prise,  or  where  gate  receipts  are 
charged  (except  as  may  be  specially  provided  for  by  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Union),  or  has  entered  in  any  competition 
under  a  name  other  than  his  own.  shall  be  ineligible  for 
competition  and  registration  as  an  amateur. 

NOTE— Such  an  athlete  may  be  eligible  for  reinstatement. 

(C)  All  others  shall  be  considered  eligible  for  regls- 
iration  and  competition  In  the  Union  and  Its  affiliated 
bodies. 

ARTICLE  V. 
CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  The  membership  of  this  Union  shall  be  limited  to 
amateur  organizations  promoting  some  branch  or 
branches  of  amateur  athletic  sports. 

2.  This  Union,  through  Its  Executive  Committee,  shall 
be  the  sole  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  applicants  for 
membership  herein  and  of  the  qualifications  of  members 
to  continue  herein. 

3.  Application  for  membership  shall  be  in  the  form 
prescribed  in  the  By-Laws  of  this  Union,  and  acceptance 
f»f  membership  in  this  Union  shall  bind  such  member  to 
abide  by  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  this 
Union,  and  to  enforce  all  decisions  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
SUSPENSION   AND   EXPULSION   OF   MEMBERS. 

1.  Any  violation  by  any  member  of  this  Union  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  this  Union,  or 
order  of  the  Executive  Committee,  made  in  conformity 
therewtih.  shall  render  such  member  liable  to  suspension 
./  the  Executive  Committee  until  the  next  annual  or  spe- 
cial meeting  of  this  Union,  and  to  expulsion  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  represented  at  such  meet 
ing.

MANAOEMGNT. 

1.  The  management  of  the  affairs  of  this  "^Tnlon  shall 
be  delegated  to  a  Provincial  Execudve  Committee,  as- 
sisted by  Local  Boards  in  each  organised  district,  or  Dis- 
trict Consuls  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  in 
unorganized  districte. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  del- 
egates from  each  Local  Board  and  the  District  Consuls, 
and  at  the  annual  meriing  shall  elect  a  President,  Vice- 
President  and  a  Secretary-Treasurer,  not  necessarily  from 
amon  ;  their  number,  t.ach  of  whom  shall  servo  for  a  term 
of  one  year,  or  until  his  PMCcessor  is  chosen.

DUTY    AND   POWER   OF   EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  «hal),  in  addition  to  the 
duties  described  in  the  By-La  r/n: 

1.  Admit  to  membership  any  organization  eligible  under 
this  Constitution  otiplying  therefor,  if  they  deem  proper. 

2.  Impose  or  enforce  penalties  for  any  violation  of  the 
Constitution  or  By-Laws  of  this  Union. 

3.  Reject  any .  entries  at  any  Union  championship 
meeting,  and  to  delegate  this  power  to  its  Committees. 

4.  Remove  from  office  by  a  two-thirds  vote  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee  who,  by  neglect  of  duty 
or  by  conduct  tending  to  impair  his  usefulness  as  a  mem- 
ber of  such  committee,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited 
his  position. 

5.  Control  the  dues  and  funds  of  the  Union  and  ex 
pend  the  same. 

6.  Call  regular  and  special  meetings  of  this  Union  anc 
fixe  the  date  and  place  for  holding  all  meetings. 

7.  Institute,  locate,  conduct  and  manage  ai)  Urion 
championship  meetings,  or  delegate  this  rower  to  •  mem- 
ber. 

8.  Explain,  define  and  interpret  the  p^  visions  oi  the 
Constitution  or  By-Laws  of  the  Union  upon  request  of  a 
member. 

9.  Establish  and  define  rules  for  the  government  of 
athletic  sports. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
DUES  AND  EXPENSES. 

1.  Each  Club,  League,  Union  or  AssociaUon  affiliated 
With  this  Union  shall  annually  send  to    the    Secretary- 


Treasurer  of  the  Local  Board,  or  Resident  Consul,  a  list  of 
its  active  members,  with  registration  fees  as  fixed  in  the 
Constitution,  before  the  opening  of  its  playing  season,  and 
shall  register  from  time  to  time  all  new  members. 

2.  An  Association,  Union  or  J^cague  controlling  one 
branch  of  sport  only  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  $2.00,  and 
an  additional  $1.00  for  each  club  or  member  comprising 
the  Association,  Union  or  League.  Fees  to  be  due  and 
payable  at  beginning  of  playing  season  in  each  year. 

Athletic  organizations  controHing  a  number  of  clubs 
playing  under  its  name  and  colors  shall  pay  an  annual 
fee  of  $5.00,  due  in  January  of  each  year.  Individual  clubs 
not  associated  with  any  Association,  Union,  League  or 
athletic  organization,  members  of  this  Union,  shall  pay  an 
annual  fee  of  $1.00,  due  in  January  of  each  year. 

3.  A  failure  to  pay  the  said  dues  within  the  time 
prescribed  shall  operate  to  prevent  a  representation  of  and 
a  vote  by  the  delinquen  member  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Local  Board,  and  a  continued  indebtedness  for  dues  or 
other  charges  for  a  period  of  three  months  shall  operate 
as  a  loss  of  membership  by  the  delinquent  member. 

6.  The  receipts  from  all  sources  shall  be  disposed  of 
according  to  the  decisions  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  X. 


MEETINGS. 

1.  The  annual  meetings  of  this  Union  shall  be  held  on 
the  date  of  the  annual  field  meet,  which  shall  be  held 
during  the  months  of  August,  September  or  October,  at  a 
place  appointed  at  the  previous  annual  meeting,  thirty 
days  notice  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  each  Local  Board, 
District  Consul  or  affiliated  member  by  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

2.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Union  a  quorum  shall  con- 
sist of  four  representatives  from  the  Union  answering 
rollcall.  Members  may  be  represented  or  vote  by  mall 
or  proxy.  » 

3.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Union  the  following  shall  be 
the  order  of  business. 

(1)  Rollcall  of  Delegates. 

(2)  Reading  of  Minutes. 

(3)  Correspondence. 

(4)  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report. 

(5)  Reports  of  Committees. 

(6)  Resolutions,  Orders  and  G«neral  Business. 

(7)  Election  of  Officers. 

(8)  Adjournment. 
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4.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President 
upon  not  less  than  seven  days  clear  notice  being  given  by 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  to  each  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  such  meeting  and  the  object  thereof. 

5.  In  the  Interval  between  two  annual  meetings  of  the 
Union  any  action  that  might  be  lawfully  taken  at  a  spe- 
cial meeting  may  be  so  taken  by  mail  or  telegraph  vote; 
provided,  that  where  this  Constitution  requires  a  majority 
vote,  the  vote  so  taken  must,  to  be  effective,  be  a  majority 
of  all  members  of  the  Union  voting,  and  where  this  Con- 
stitution requires  a  two-thirds  vote,  the  vote  so  taken 
must,  to  be  effective,  be  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members 
of  the  Union  voting;  and  provided,  further,  that  in  every 
instance  such  mall  or  telegraph  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the 
Secretary,  and  the  ballots  of  each  member  must  be  pre- 
served in  his  files. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

LOCAL   BOARDS. 

1.  Local  Boards  of  this  Union  may  be  established  in 
any  city,  municipality  or  district  in  British  Columbia,  as 
the  Executive  Committee  may  determine,  such  Boards 
being  responsible  for  the  governance,  consistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  of  all  ama- 
teur sport  in  its  district. 

2.  Local  Boards  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  four 
members  of  this  Union. 

3.  Each  member  of  a  Local  Board  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  one  delegate,  and  such  delegates  shall  compose 
the  Board,  each  delegate  being  entitled  to  one  or  more 
votes,  depending  on  the  number  of  registered  players  that 
he  represents  in  accordance  With  the  sliding  scale  in  the 
By-Laws.    Such  delegate  may  be  represented  by  proxy. 

4.  The  appointment  of  every  delegate  and  alternate 
shall  be  in  writing,  duly  certified  by  the  chief  executive 
officer  or  Secretary  of  the  appointing  mem'uer. 

5.  Each  Board  shall  elect  a  Chairman  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  not  necessarily  from  among  its  members,  but 
who  shall  have  one  vote  each. 

6.  Decisions  of  Local  Boards  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  all  cases. 

7.  Local  Boards  shall  accept  this  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  be  governed  entirely  by  same. 

8.  The  powers  of  Local  Boards  shall  be  as  enumerated 
in  the  By-Laws.

BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 


British  Columbia  Amateur  Athletic  Union 


ARTICLE  I. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Union,  viz.,  President,  Vice- 
Presidents  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  sliall  be  elected  by 
ballot  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Union,  and  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  vote  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  President  may  order  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee when  and  whore  he  shall  deem  necessary,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings,  and  generally  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  appertain  to  the  office  of  President,  and  shall 
have  a  casting  vote. 

3.  Th  Vice-President  or  Vice-Presidents  shall  have 
the  power  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  In  the 
absence  or  inability  to  act  of  the  latter.  He  or  they  may 
or  may  not  be  accredited  delegates,  but  when  not  accred- 
ited delegates  shall  attend  and  debate,  without  the  right 
to  vote  except  when  acting  as  Chairman.  In  the  absence 
of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents  who  are  accredited  dele- 
gates shall  have  precedence  according  to  priority  of  elec- 
tion. 

4.  The  Secretary-Treasurer,  who  may  or  may  not  be 
an  accredited  delegate,  and  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
with  the  accredited  delegates,  shall  keep  the  records  of 
the  Union,  conduct  all  official  correspondence,  Isv-ue  the 
notices  of  all  meetings,  keep  a  complete  record  of  all  ath- 
letic events  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Union,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
stitution, By-Laws  and  Rules  of  this  Union,  and  keep  a 
record  of  all  registered  members. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  of  this 
Union,  and  shall  pay  all  bills  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee;  provided,  that  necessary  minor  expenses 
which  may  be  paid  by  any  committee  may  be  turned  into 


the  Secretary-Treasurer  as  cash  if    rendered    in    detail 
duly  attested  by  that  committee  and  approved. 

He  shall,  whenever  required  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. «ubmit  and  turn  over  to  the  said  Committee  all 
moneys,  accounts,  books,  papers,  vouchers  and  records. 
Including  baD'i  and  cheque  books,  appertaining  to  his 
office,  and  shall  turn  over  the  same  to  his  successor  wheh 
elected. 

ARTICLE  II. 

AUDITORS. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee 
an  Auditor  or  Auditors,  who  shall,  within  two  weeks  next

1.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  or  allowed  to  compete  In 
any  competition  under  these  Rules  while  his  amateur 
qualification  or  his  right  to  compete  is  suspended  by,  or 
on  behalf  of,  or  under  a  rule  or  by-law  of  the  Union  or  any 
of  the  governing  bodies  of  amateur  athletics. 

2.  No  application  for  reinstatement  to  full  amateur 
st-  us,  as  under  Article  4,  Section  B,  of  the  Constitution, 
sL„il  be  entertained  unless  the  applicant  shall  have  ab- 
stained from  all  professional  conduct  for  two  years,  except 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Provincial  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

TRAVELLING  EXPENSES. 

3.  In  all  cases  where  an  athlete  receives  money  to 
cover  travelling  expenses,  whether  from  his  own  club  or 
from  any  other  organization,  he  shall,  when  required,  send 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  R.^stration  Committee  a  signed 
statement  showing  the  amount  received  and  an  itemized 
account  of  his  expenses. 

4.  When  any  money  is  paid  to  an  athlete  for  travelling 
expenses  the  organization  or  committee  making  such  pay- 
ments shall  be  required  to  take  receipt  therefor  and  for- 
ward the  same  immediately  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Regis- 
tration Committee  of  the  district  in  which  said  athlete  is 
registered.  Any  athlete  falling  to  furnish  promptly  the 
statement  as  required  above  shall  be  liable  to  suspension, 
and  any  organization  failing  to  secure  and  forward  the 
receipt  as  above  provided  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  or 
refusal  of  sanction,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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ELIOIBILIT)f. 

6.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  compete  in  any  athletic 
meeting,  games  or  entertainment  given  or  sanctioned  by 
this  Union  unless  he  shall  be  a  duly  registered  athlete,  a 
member  of  the  organization  from  which  he  enters,  and 
shall  not  have  represented  any  other  club  in  this  Union 
during  a  period  of  three  months  preceding  such  entry,  ex- 
cept with  the  consent  of  such  other  club,  or  in  special  cases 
with  the  permission  of  the  Registration  Committee;  pro- 
vided that  the  requirements  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  any  athletic  meetings,  games  or  entertainment  the 
entries  for  which  are  confined  to  the  club  or  organization 
giving  such  meeting  or  entertainment. 
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6.  No  a*  .lete  who  has  been  released  from  a  club  which 
is  a  member  of  this  Union,  and  who  competes  for  another 
club  directly  thereafter,  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  again 
for  the  club  he  was  released  from  for  one  year  from  the 
date  of  his  release,  except  that  the  club  has  disbanded  or 
ceased  to  exist. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  compete  for  yr  enter 
any  competition  as  a  member  of  any  club  in  the  territory 
of  any  sectional  member  of  this  Union  unless  he  shall  have 
resided  within  the  territory  of  said  sectional  member  at 
least  two  weeks  previous  to  entering  for  competition;  nor 
shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  enter  or  compete  in  any  sec- 
tional championship  meeting  unless  h)  shall  have  been  a 
bonafide  resident  of  such  section  for  at  least  two  months 
prior  to  the  holding  of  such  championship  meeting;  and 
no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  compete  in  a  championship 
meeting  of  more  than  one  section  in  one  year. 

8.  The  restrictions  contained  in  this  section  shall  not 
affect  the  eligibility  of  an  undergraduate  connected  with 
any  allied  college  athletic  organization  to  represent  his 
college  or  university  during  the  college  term  in  each  year, 
or  his  eligibility  to  represent  non-college  clubs  or  organi- 
zations during  the  long  vacation  in  each  year. 

9.  Any  person  receiving  compensation  for  services  per- 
formed in  any  capacity  in  connection  with  athletic  games, 
or  in  an  alhietic  club,  will  be  ineligible  to  represent  such 
club  in  games  under  the  rules  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  until  he  shall  have  permanently  abandoned  such 
employment.

13.  In  no  meeting,  game  or* entertainment  that  has 
been  sanctionp^d  as  an  open  athletic  meeting  shall  an  ath- 
lete s  entry  be  accepted  unless  he  p  11  have  received  a 
numbered  certificate  of  registration  butting  that  he  is  an 
amateur  and  elegibile  to  compete  in  amateur  sports  The 
provnions  oi  this  paragraph  do  not  apply  to  events  that 
are  closed. '  that  is.  open  only  to  members  of  the  club 
giving  the  said  games. 

14.  All  clubs  giving  open  games  or  competitions  under 
B.  c  .  nateur  Athletic  Union  rules  and  sanction  must  state 
on  their  announcements  and  entry  blanks  that  no  entries 
to  open  events  can  be  accepted  except  from  registered 
athletes. 

15.  Each  athlete  applying  for  registration  and  receiv- 
ing same  shall  be  assigned  a  number,  which  number  shall 
be  plainly  written  on  his  registration  certificate.     Man- 
is 


agers  of  all  open  athletic  meetings  must  leare  a  space  on 
their  entry  blanks  for  recording  the  name  and  number  of 
each  registered  athlete  who  enters. 

16.  All  applications  for  registration  must  be  accom> 
panied  by  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  and 'endorsed  by  the 
Secretary  or  other  proper  official  of  the  club  of  which 
said  applicant  is  a  mamber  and  approved  by  a  member  of 
the  ^.eglstration  Committee  within  whose  Jurisdiction  said 
club  is  located.  /Should  the  applicant  for  registration  not 
be  a  member  of  an  athletic  club  he  must  procure  the  en- 
dorsement of  three  reputable  citizens  of  the  locality  In 
which  he  resides  and  the  approval  of  a  membefr  of  the 
Registration  Committee  within  whose  Jurisdiction  he 
resides. 

17.  Every  athlete,  when  he  registers,  shall  state  his 
residence  and  what  club  he  wishes  to  represent,  and  he 
shall  neither  be  allowed  to  change  the  club  nor  compete 
unattached  during  the  term  of  his  registration  in  the  B.C. 
A.A.U.  or  an  allied  body  without  the  consent  of  the  Regis- 
tration Committee  in  the  section  in  which  he  resides. 
When  any  registered  athlete  changes  his  residence  from 
one  section  to  another  he  shall  notify  the  Registration 
Committee  of  the  section  wherein  he  is  registered,  and 
such  Registration V Committee  shall  issue  a  transfer  to  the 
section  in  which  such  athlete  intends  to  reside. 

18.  All  registrations  shall  be  in  force  for  current  year 

of  issue  only. 

19.  An  allied  member  may  provide  its  own  system  of 
registration,  not  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution,  By-Laws 
and  Rules  of  the  Union,  as  to  amateur  status,  and  avail- 
able only  to  those  actively  affiliated  with  such  allied  mem- 
ber, and  may  impose  such  fee  for  registration  as  it  may 
«ee  fit. 

SECTIONAL  RBOISTRATION  COMMITTEE. 

20.  Every  sectional  member  of  this  Union  may  elect 
a  Registration  Coaimlttee,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  within  its  territory  pertaining  to  competition  of 
amateur  athletes  on  track  or  field  and  to  the  registration 
of  athletes. 

21.  Such  Committee  shall  receive,  examine  and  decide 
upon  all  applications  for  registration  and  shall  have  the 
power  to  grant,  withhold  or  withdraw  sanctions  for  athletic 
meetings  and  to  impose  penalties  upon  promoters  of  ath- 
letic meetings  and  upon  athletes  who  compete  or  exhibit 
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at  the  same  without  sanction  of  the  Committee,  and  shall 
have  the  right  of  censorship  on  the  character  of  prices 
offered  at  athletic  meetings. 

22.  Such  CQmmittee  shall  have  the  right,  in  consider- 
ing and  determining  questions  that  affect  the  amateur 
status  of  an  athlete,  to  act  upon  any  kind  of  evidence,  cir- 
cumstantial or  direct,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend 
any  amateur  athlete  who  neglects  or  refuses  within  thirty 
days  to  answer  questions  touching  on  his  amateur  status 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee. 

23.  Such  Committee  can  require  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  expenses,  with  receipts  and  vouchers,  from  any 
registered  athlete  or  from  any  organization  holding  an 
athletic  meeting  under  Union  rules. 

24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registration  Committee 
to  make  or  have  made  inquiry  regarding  any  athlete  whose 
amateur  status  is  questioned,  and  all  charges  shall  be  en- 
tered with  the  Chairman  o(  Committee,  who  shall  provide 
for  an  investigation  by  a  member  or  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee. Pending  investigation,  the  athlete  against  whom 
charges  are  brought  may  be  suspended.  Suspicious  cir- 
cumstances which  are,  in  the  Judgment  of  any  member  of 
the  Committee,  sufficient  to  make  the  status  of  any  athlete 
a  matter  of  reasonable  doubt  shall  be  the  basis  of  investi- 
gation in  the  absence  of  formal  charges.  The  member  or 
members  to  whom  the  investigation  is  assigned  shall  im- 
mediately communicate  with  the  party  under  suspicion, 
either  in  person  or  by  registered  letter,  lay  all  charges  be- 
fore him  or  set  forth  the  circumstances  which  lead  to  a 
reasonable  doubt,  and  call  for  an  answer  to  the  charges  or 
a  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  circumstances  which  gave 
rise  to  the  doubt.  If  the  athlete  can  not  satisfactorily  prove 
his  innocence  he  shall  stand  suspended  pending  final 
action  by  the  Provincial  Executive  Committee. 

25.  Any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  testify  before  any 
Registration  Committee,  or  to  answer  any  question  which 
such  Committee  shall  rule  to  be  proper,  shall  be  liable  to 
suspension  or  such  discipline  as  the  Committee  may  deter- 
mine, until  he  has  purged  himself  of  such  failure  or  refusal. 

26.  It  shall  be  within  the  province  of  the  Registration 
Commitee  to  suspend  from  competition,  for  such  time  as 
It  may  deem  proper,  any  person  guilty  of  unfair  dealing  in 
connection  with  athletic  competition  or  for  violation  of  the 
rules  of  the  Union. 

27.  The  following,  among  other  things,  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  unfair  dealing  and  ungentlemanly  conduct:  Sup- 
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pression  of  true  figures  frca  the  handicapper,  the  use  of 
obscene  or  profane  language  on  the  track  or  field,  or  any 
other  act  which  tends  to  disturb  ov  obstruct  a  com- 
petition. 

28.  The  decision  of  the  Committee  shall  be  final  In  all 
cases,  subject  only  to  appeal  to  the  Local  Board  of  the 
section  and  then  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
B.  C.  A.  A.  U. 

SUSPENaiON   OR   DISQUALIFICATION   OF   INDIVIDUALS. 

29.  Any  person  competing  or  exhibiting  at  open  sports, 
Of  any  athletic  entertainment  that  is  not  given  under  the 
B-> notion  of  an  allied  or  sectional  member  of  the  Union, 
8i  '  thereby  disqualify  himself  from  competing  at  any 
epulis  given  under  sanction  of  the  Union. 

30.  The  Registration  Committee  of  the  section  in 
whose  territory  the  offence  was  committted  shall  have  the 
power  to  reinstate  anyone  so  disqualified. 

31.  Athletic  meetings  promoted  by  companies,  incor- 
porated bodies,  individuals  or  associations  of  individuals, 
as  private  speculations  or  in  conjunction  with  a  benefit, 
social  or  picnic  entertainment,  are  not.  unless  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Registration  Committee  of  the  section  in 
whose  territory  such  meetings  are  to  take  place,  recog- 
nized by  the  Union,  and  any  athlete  competing  at  an  un- 
recognized meeting  shall  thereby  suspend  himfelf  from 
all  games  held  under  Union  rules. 

32.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  at  any 
meeting  held  under  Union  rules  while  disqualified  or  under 
a  sentence  of  suspension  of  this  Union  or  any  of  its  sec- 
tional or  allied  members. 

33.  Any  person  knowingly  competing  against  one  whf 
is  disqualified  or  under  sentence  of  suspension  by  this 
Union,  or  any  of  its  sectional  or  allied  members,  shall  be 
held  to  have  suspended  himself  until  the  expiration  of 
such  sentence,  or  for  such  period  as  the  Registration  Com- 
mittee of  the  section  in  whose  territory  the  offence  was 
committed  may  deem  proper.

RECORDS. 

35  No  record  shall  be  accepted  unless  timed  by  at 
least  three  official  Timekeepers,  or  measured  by  at  least 
three  Field  Judges. 

36  The  Record  Committee  shall  investigate  every  per-

DEFINITION  OP  A  NOVICE. 

38  An  athlete  shall  be  held  to  be  a  novice  In  any 
class  until  he  shall  have  won  a  prize  In  a  competition  In 
that  class,  open  to  the  members  of  two  or  more  clubs. 

The  winning  of  such  a  prize  shall  prevent  his  future 
competition  as  a  novice  In  that  class,  although  his  entry 
b9  made  before  he  lost  his  standing  as  a  novice. 

ENTRIES 

39.  All  entries  for  bompetltlon  held  under  B.  C.  Ama- 
teur Athletic  Union  Rules  must  be  made  on  the  entry 
forms  adopted  by  the  B.  C.  Amateur  Athletic  Union. 

40.  An  athlete  who  falls  to  compete  after  entering  an 
event  in  a  bona  fide  way,  and  according  to  the  rules,  shall 
be  required  to  furnish  a  satisfactory  explanation  for  so 
doing,  or  render  himself  liable  to  censure  or  suspension 
by  the  local  Registration  Committee. 

41.  It  shall  be  imperative  for  athletes  who  are  mem- 
bers of  any  of  the  affiliated  Associations,  Leagues,  Unions 
or  Clubs  of  this  Union  to  be  entered  by  the  Secretary  of 
their  respective  clubs  when  desiring  to  take  part  in  any 
open  competition.

PROFESSIONAI.  CONTESTS  FORBIDDEN. 

42.  No  professional  contest  or  exhibition  shall  he  al- 
lowed at  any  games,  meetings  or  entertainments  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Union,  except  that  regularly 
employed  instructors  may  take  part  with  their  pupils  in 
entertainments,  provided  that  such  instructors  shall  not 
participate  in  any  competition. 


REPORT  OF  GAMES. 

43.  The  Secretary  of  any  organization  conducting 
games  under  the  rules  of  the  Union  shall  be  required  to 
deliver  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Registration  Committee  of 
the  section  in  whose  territory  the  games  are  held,  within 
two  days  after  the  close  of  the  games,  the  official  scores 
of  all  contests  at  such  meeting.  Any  club  that  shall  fail 
to  file  the  necessary  report  of  games  shall  be  refused  fur- 
ther sanctions  until  such  report  be  filed. 

.  SANCTIONS. 

44.  Open  sports  are  those  in  which  the  events  are  open 
to  members  of  more  than  cue  club,  school,  college  or  other 
organization. 

45.  All  games,  meetings,  benefits  or  entertainments  of 
any  kind  where  athletes  compete  or  exhibit  must  be  sanc- 
tioned, except  where  the  games,  meetings,  benefits  or  en- 
tertainments are  held  by  a  club  member  of  the  Union  or 
of,  its  allied  bodies,  and  the  entries  are  confined  to  mem- 
bers of  the  club  giving  such  games,  meetings,  benefits  or 
entertainments.  Members  of  this  Union  shall  pay  a  fee  of 
$1.00  for  each  sanction.  Sanctions  must  be  obtained  for 
all  seasons'  schedules  in  each  year.  Non-members  of  this 
Union  applying  for  a  sanction  shall  pay  a  fee  of  |2.00. 

PERCENTAGE  OF  GATE  RECKTPTS. 

46.  Sanctions  may  be  granted  to  clubs  In  the  member- 
ship to  conduct  championship  contests  on  such  terms  as 
the  Executive  Committee  may  decide. 


OFFICIALS. 

47.  No  suspended  amateur  or  declared  prcfenisljnal 
shall  be  allowed  to  act  as  an  official  in  any  amateur  con- 
tests, and  any  club  utilizing  the  services  as  an  official  of 
such  suspended  amateur  or  professional,  in  contravention 
of  this  rule,  shall  themselves  be  liable  to  suspension,  ex* 
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cept  in  boxing  contests,  when  the  Registration  Committoe 
may  permit  the  services  of  a  professional  Referee.  Imt 
nothing  in  this  rule  shall  be  construed  as  proWbitlng  any 
member  hereof  from  adopting  regulations  for  the  payment 
of  expenses  of  Referees. 

OFFICIAL.  REPRESENTATIVE. 

The  Official  Representative  of  this  Union  shall  be  ly- 
polnted  by  the  Executive  Committee  or  Local  Board  at  the 
time  of  granting  sanction.  He  shall  see  that  the  rules  of 
Union  are  carried  out.  and  act  for  the  Union  in  all  caaea 
under  his  notlca.  He  may  finaUy  settle  all  diaputea  or 
aueatioaa  relatins  to  the  game,  sport  or  rulaa,  or.  may  mer 
any  matter  brough*  before  him  to  the  BMCirtiy*  C» 
mittee  for  Uml  decision.  He  shaU  make  to  Urn  Onmmltta© 
appointing  him  a  full  r^ort  of  th»  gamea. 
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ATHLETIC   RULES 

OF  THE 

British  Columbia  Amateur  Athletic  Union 


RULE  I. 
OFFICIALS. 

The  officers  of  an  Athletic  Meeting  ahall  be — 
A  Games  Committee. 
One  Referee. 
Two  or  more  Inspectors. 
Three  Judges  at  Finish. 
Three  or  more  Field  Judges  or  Measurers. 
Three  or  more  Timekeepers. 

One  Judge  of  Walking,  with  assistants  if  necessary. 
One  Starter. 

One  Clerk  of  the  Course,  with  assistants  if  necessary. 
One  Scorer,  with  assistants. 
One  Marshal. 
One  Announcer. 

RULE  n. 

THE  GAMES  COMMITTEE. 

The  Games  Committee  in  all  B.  C.  A.  A.  U.  champion- 
ship meetings  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Games  Committee  at  any  club  meeting  shall  be 
composed  of  members  of  the  club  holding  the  meeting. 

This  Committee  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  matters 
not  assigned  by  these  rules  to  the  Referee  or  other  games 
officials. 

RULE  III. 

THE  REFEREE. 

The  Referee  shall  decide  all  questions  relating  to  the 
actual  conduct  of  the  meeting  whose  final  settlement  it 
not  otherwise  covered  by  these  rules. 

He  alone  shall  have  the  power  to  change  the  order  of 
events  as  laid  down  in  the  official  programme  and  to  add 
to  or  to  alter  the  anhounced  arrangement  of  heats  in  any 
event.    A  Referee  has  no  authority,  after  heats  have  been' 
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duly  drawn  and  published  in  a  programme,  to  transfer  a 
contestant  from  one  heat  to  another. 

When  in  any  but  the  final  heat  of  a  race,  a  claim  of  foul 
or  interference  is  made,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  dis- 
qualify the  competitor  who  was  at  fault,  if  he  considers  the 
foul  intentional  or  due  to  culpable  carelessness,  and  shall 
also  have  the  power  to  allow  the  hindered  competitor  to 
start  in  the  next  round  of  heats,  just  as  if  he  had  been 
placed  in  his  trial. 

When  in  a  final  heat  a  claim  of  foul  or  interference  is 
made,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  disqualify  the  competitor 
who  was  at  fault,  if  he  considers  the  foul  intentional  or  due 
to  culpable  carelessness,  and  he  shall  also  have  the  power 
to  order  a  new  race  between  such  of  the  competitors  as  he 
thinks  entitled  to  such  a  privilige. 

If,  during  any  athletic  contest  under  the  rules  of  the 
B.  c'  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  a  competitor  shall  conduct 
himself  in  a  manner  unbecoming  a  gentleman,  or  offensive 
to  the  officials,  spectators  or  competitors,  the  Referee 
shall  have  the  power  to  disqualify  him  from  further  com- 
Detition  at  the  meeting,  and.  if  he  thinks  the  offence 
worthy  of  additional  punishment,  shall  promptly  make  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  facts  to  the  Registration  Com- 
mittee of  the  B.CA.A.U. 

RULE  IV. 
THE  INSPECTORS. 

The  Inspectors  shall  stand  at  such  points  as  the  Referee 
may  designate  to  watch  the  competitors  closely,  and  in 
case  of  a  claim  of  foul  to  report  to  the  Referee  what  they 
saw  of  the  Incident. 

The  Inspectors  are  merely  assistants  to  the  Referee, 
to  whom  they  shall  report,  bul  in  no  case  shall  they  give 
decisions. 


RULE  V. 
THE  JUDGES  AT  FINISH. 

The  Judges  at  Finish  shall  determine  the  order  of  finish- 
ing of  contestants  and  shall  arrange  among  themselves  aa 
to  noting  the  winner,  second,  third,  fourth,  etc.,  as  the  case 
may  require. 

In  case  of  disagreement  the  majority  shall  decide. 

Their  decision  as  to  the  order  in  which  the  men  finish 
ehall  be  final  and  without  appeal. 
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RULE  VI. 
THE  FIELD  JUDGES  OR  MEASURERS. 

The  Field  Judges  or  Measurers  shall  measure  each  trial 
of  each  competitor  in  all  games  whose  record  is  one  of 
distance  or  height.  j  ^v  i    ^« 

They  shall  act  as  judges  of  these  everts,  and  their  de- 
cisions as  to  facts  shall  likewise  be  without  appeal.  In 
caxe  of  disagreement  a  majority  shall  govern. 

RULE  vn. 

THE  TIMEKEEPERS. 

The  Timekeepers  shall  be  not  less  than  three  in  num- 
ber. They  shall  individually  time  all  events  where  time 
record  is  required,  and  determine  among  themselves  and 
annour-e  the  official  time  of  each  heat  or  race. 

Should  two  of  the  three  watches  mark  the  same  time 
and  the  third  disagree  the  time  marked  by  the  two  watches 
shall  be  accepted.  Should  all  three  disagree  the  time 
marked  by  the  intermediate  watch  shall  be  accepted. 

The  flash  of  the  pistol  shall  denote  the  actual  time  of 
starting. 

If  for  any  reason  only  two  watches  record  the  time  of 
an  event,  and  they  fail  to  agree,  the  longer  time  of  the  two 
shall  be  accepted.  • 

For  record,  however,  three  watches  must  be  held  on  an 
event  and  record  the  time. 

All  watches  used  in  timing  championship  events  must 
have  been  previously  certified  to  by  the  official  watch  ex- 
aminer in  accordance  with  General  Rules. 

RULE  VIII. 
THE  STARTER. 

The  Starter  shall  have  sole  jurisdiction  over  the  com- 
petitors after  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  has  promptly  placed 
them  in  their  positions  for  the  start. 

The  method  of  starting  shall  be  by  pistol  report,  except 
that  in  time  handicap  races  the  word  "go"  shall  be  used. 

An  actual  start  shall,  not  be  effected  until  the  pistol 
has  been  purposely  discharged  after  the  competitors  have 
been  warned  to  get  ready.  In  case  the  pistol  was  not  pur- 
posely discharged  the  competitors  shall  be  called  back  by 
the  Starter  for  pistol  shot.  .    „  ^       u 

When  any  part  of  the  person  of  a  competitor  shall  toucn 
the  ground  in  front  of  his  mark  before  the  starting  signal 
is  given  it  shall  be  considered  a  false  start. 
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Penalties  for  false  starting  shall  be  Inflicted  by  the 
Starter,  as  follows:  „     ^. 

In  all  races  up  to  and  Including  125  yards  the  com- 
petitor shall  be  put  back  one  yard  for  the  first  and  another 
yard  for  tliC  second  attempt;  in  races  over  12B  yards,  and 
including  300  yards,  two  yards  for  the  first  and  two  more 
for  the  second  attempt;  in  races  over  300  yards,  and  includ- 
ing 600  yards,  three  yards  for  the  first  and  three  more  for 
the  second  attempt;  in  races  over  600  yards,  and  including 
1000  yards,  four  yards  for  the  first  and  four  more  for  the 
second  attempt;  in  races  over  1000  yards,  and  Including  one 
mile,  five  yards  for  the  first  and  five  more  for  the  second 
attempt;  in  all  races  over  one  mile,  ten  yards  for  the  first 
and  ten  more  for  the  second  attempt.  In  all  cases  the 
third  false  start  shall  disqualify  the  offender  from  that 

event.  ... 

The  Starter  shall  also  rule  out  of  that  event  any  com- 
petitor who  attempts  to  advance  himself  from  his  mark,  as 
prescribed  in  the  official  programme,  after  the  Starter  has 
given  the  warning  to  "get  ready." 

RULE  IX. 
THE  CLERK  OF  THE  COURSE. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Course  shall  be  provided  with  the 
names  and  the  numbers  of  all  entered  competitors,  shall 
record  the  names  of  all  competitors  who  shall  report  to 
him,  Shan  give  them  tueir  numbers  for  each  game  in  which 
they  are  entered,  and  he  shall  notify  them  to  appear  at  the 
starting  line  before  the  start  in  each  event  in  which  they 

In  case  of  handicap  events  from  marks  he  shall  place 
each  competitor  behind  his  proper  mark,  shall  immedi- 
ately notify  the  Starter  should  any  competitor  attempt  to 
advance  himself  after  the  Starter  has  warned  them  to  "get 
ready,"  and  in  time  allowance  handicaps  shall  furnish  the 
Starter  with  the  number  and  time  allowance  of  each  actual 
competitor.  He  shall  control  his  assistants,  and  assign 
to  them  such  duties  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

RULE  X. 

THE  JUDGE  OF  WALKING. 

The  Judge  of  Walking  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  de- 
termine the  fairness  or  unfairness  of  walking,  and  hia 
rulings  thereon  shall  be  final  and  without  appeal. 

He  shall  caution  any  competitor  whenever  walking  un- 
fairly, the  third  caution  to  disqualify,  except  that  he  ahall 
immediately  disqualify  any  competitor  when  walking  un- 
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fairly  during  the  last  220  yards  of  a  race.  He  shf"  control 
his  assistants,  and  assign  to  them  such  of  his  duOes  as  he 
may  deem  proper.  ^^^^^^ 

THE  SCORKR. 

The  Scorer  shall  record  the  order  In  which  each  com- 
petitor finishes  his  event,  together  with  the  time  furnished 
him  by  the  Timekeepers.  He  shall  keep  a  tally  of  the  laps 
made  by  each  competitor  in  races  covering  more  than  one 
lap,  and  shall  announce,  by  means  of  a  bell  or  otherwise, 
when  the  leading  man  enters  the  last  lap.  He  shall  control 
his  assistants,  and  assign  to  them  such  of  his  duties  as 
he  may  deem  proper. 

RULE  XII. 

THE  MARSHAL. 

The  Marshal  in  all  championship  meetings  shall  have 
full  police  charge  of  the  enclosure,  and  shall  prevent  any 
but  officials  and  actual  competitors  from  entering  or  re- 
maining therein.  He  shall  control  his  assistants,  and  as- 
sign to  them  their  duties. 

RULE  XIII. 
THE  ANNOUNCER. 
The  Announcer  shall  receive  from  the  Scorers  the  re- 
sult of  each  event,  and  announce  the  same  by  voice,  or  by 
means  of  a  bulletin  board. 

RULE  XIV. 
COMPETITORS. 

Competitors  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course 
immediately  upon  their  arrival  at  the  place  of  meeting,  and 
shall  be  provided  by  that  official  with  their  proper  num- 
bers, which  must  be  worn  conspicuously  by  the  competi- 
tors when  competing,  and  without  which  they  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  start.  , 

Each  competitor  shall  inform  himself  of  the  time  of 
starting,  and  shall  be  promptly  at  the  starting  point  of 
each  competition  In  which  he  is  entered  and  there  report  to

The  competitor  shall  stand  in  a  circle  seven  feet  in 
diameter,  and  it  shall  be  divided  into  two  halves  by  a  line 
drawn  through  the  centre.  Ir  the  middle  of  the  circum- 
ference of  the  front  half  shall  be  placed  a  stop-board  four 
feet  long,  four  inches  high,  and  firmly  fastened  to  the 
ground.  In  making  his  puts  the  feet  of  the  competitor 
may  rest  against  but  not  on  top  of  this  board. 

A  fair  put  shall  be  on  in  which  no  part  of  the  person  of 
the  competitor  touches  the  top  of  the  stop-board,  the  circle 
or  the  ground  outside  the  circle,  and  the  competitor  leaves 
the  circle  by  its  rear  half,  which  shall  be  the  half  direcUy 
opposite  the  stop-board.  A  put  shall  be  foul  if  any  part 
of  the  person  of  the  competitor  touch  the  ground  outside 
the  front  half  of  the  circle  before  the  put  is  measured. 

The  measurement  of  each  put  shall  be  from  the  nearest 
mark  made  by  the  fall  of  the  shot  to  the  circumference 
of  the  circle  on  a  line  from  the  mark  made  by  the  shot  to 
the  centre  of  the  circle. 

Foul  puts  and  letting  go  the  shot  in  making  an  attempt 
shall  be  counted  as  trail  puts  without  result.  ^  „  - 

The  order  of  competing  and  number  of  trials  shall  Me 
the  same  as  for  the  Running  Broad  Jumps.  Shots  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  Games  Committee.  Any  contestant 
may  use  his  private  shot  if  correct  in  weight  and  shape, 
in  which  case  the  other  contestants  must  also  be  allowed 
to  use  it  if  they  wish. 

RULE  XXIII. 
THROWING  tHhl  B6-POUND  WEIGHT. 

Section  1.  The  weight  shall  be  a  metal  sphere,  with 
a  metal  handle  attached.  Their  combined  weight  shall  Iw 
at  least  fifty-six  pounds  .and  their  combined  height  shall 
not  be  more  than  sixteen  Inches,  but  no  flexible  attach- 
ment shall  be  allowed. 


All  throws  shall  be  made  from  a  circle  seven  feet  in 
diameter. 

In  making  his  throws  the  competitor  may  assume  any 
position  he  chooses,  and  use  one  or  both  hands. 

Foul  throws  and  letting  go  the  weight  in  an  attempt 
shall  count  as  trial  throws  without  result. 

Weights  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Games  Committee. 
Any  contestant  may  use  his  private  weight  if  correct  in 
weight  and  shape,  in  which  case  the  other  contestants 
must  also  be  allowed  to  use  it  if  they  wish. 

IN  THROWING  FOR  DISTANCE. 

Section  2.  A  fair  throw  shall  be  one  where  no  part 
of  the  person  of  the  competitor  shall  touch  in  front  of  the 
circle  in  making  an  attempt.  A  throw  shall  be  counted 
foul  if  the  competitor  steps  over  the  front  half  of  the  circle 
before  his  throw  is  measured. 

The  measurement  of  each  throw  shall  be  from  the  near- 
est mark  made  by  the  fall  of  any  part  of  the  weight  or 
handle  to  the  inside  edge  of  the  circumference  of  the  circle 
on  a  line  from  the  mark  to  the  centre  of  the  circle. 

The  number  of  trials  and  method  of  decision  shall  be 
the  same  as  in  the  Running  Broad  Jump. 

IN  THROWING  FOR  HEIGHT. 

Section  3.  A  wooden  disk  three  feet  in  diameter  shall 
be  suspended  horizontally  in  the  air. 

The  Field  Judges  shall  determine  he  height  at  which 
the  disk  shall  be  fixed  at  the  beginning  of  the  competition 
and  at  each  successive  elevation. 

A  fair  throw  shall  be  one  where  no  part  of  the  person 
of  the  competitor  shall  touch  the  circle  of  the  ground  out- 
side of  the  circle  before  the  weight  touches  the  disk,  and 
where  any  part  of  the  weight  or  handle  touches  any  part 
of  the  disk. 

The  measurement  of  each  throw  shall  be  from  the 
ground  perpendicularly  up  to  the  lowest  part  of  the  disk. 

The  method  of  competition  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the 
Running  High  Jump. 

RULE  XXIV. 


THROWING  THE  HAMMER. 

The  head  and  handle  may  be  of  any  si?e,  shape  and 
material,  provided  that  the  length  of  the  complete  imple- 
ment shall  not  be  more  than  four  feet  and  its  weight  not 
less  than  sixteen  pounds. 
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The  competitor  may  assume  any  position  he  chooses 
and  use  either  one  or  both  hands. 

All  throws  shall  be  made  from  a  circle  seven  feet  in 
diameter. 

A  fair  throw  shall  be  one  where  no  part  of  the  person 
of  the  competitor  shall  touch  outside  the  circle  in  making 
the  attempt. 

A  throw  shall  be  counted  foul  if  the  competitor  steps 
(  -er  the  front  half  of  the  circle  before  his  throw  is  meas- 
ured. 

Foul  throws  and  letting  go  of  the  hammer  in  an  attempt 
shall  count  as  trial  throws. 

The  measurement  of  each  throw  shall  be  from  the 
nearest  mark  made  by  the  tall  of  the  head  of  the  hammer 
to  the  inside  circumference  of  the  circle,  on  a  line  from 
the  mark  to  the  centre  of  the  circle. 

The  number  of  trials  and  methods  ol  decision  shall  be 
the  same  as  in  the  Running  Broad  Jump. 

Hammers  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Games  Committee. 
Any  contestant  may  use  his  private  hammer  if  correct  in 
weight  and  length,  in  which  case  the  other  contestants 
must  also  be  allowed  to  use  it  if  they  wish. 


RULE  XXV. 
THROWING  THE  DISCUS. 

The  discus  shall  be  of  smooth,  hardwood  body,  without 
finger  holes,  weighted  in  the  centre  with  lead  discs  and 
capped  with  polished  brass  discs,  with  steel  ring  on  the 
outside.  The  weight  of  the  discus  shall  be  four  and  one- 
half  (4^)  pounds;  outside  diameter,  eight  (8)  inches; 
thickness  in  centre,  two  (2)  inches. 

All  throws  shall  be  made  from  a  seven  (7)  foot  circle, 
with  four  (4)  foot  stop-board,  similar  in  all  respects  to  the 
circle  for  putting  the  shot. 

From  the  centre  of  this  circle  a  straight  line  shall  be 
drawn  in  the  direction  in  which  the  competitors  are  to 
throw.  At  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees  on  either  side  of 
this  line  shall  be  drawn  side  lines.  To  constitute  a  valid 
throw  the  discus  must  first  strike  the  ground  in  the  space 
between  these  side  lines. 

In  making  his  throws  a  competitor  may  assume  any 
position  he  chooses.  Foul  throws  and  letting  go  the  discus 
in  attempts  shall  count  as  trials  without  result.  A  fair 
throw  shall  be  one  in  which  no  part  of  the  person  of  the 
competitor  touches  the  ground  outside  the  front  half  of  the 
circle  and  the  competitor  leaves  the  circle  by  its  rear  halt. 
A  throw  shall  be  foul  if  any  part  of  the  person  touches  the 
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ground  ov      le  the  front  half  of  the  circle  before  the  throw

RULE  XXVI. 

TUGS-OF-WAR. 

Tugs-of-War  shall  be  pulled  on  cleats  made  of  wood, 
same  to  be  at  least  four  Inches  thick,  six  inches  high  and 
twenty-two  Inches  long.  ar1  at  least  six  feet  six  inches 
anart  The  distance  from  the  clamp  In  the  centre  to  the 
first  cleat  on  either  side  shall  be  not  less  than  six  feet. 

The  cleats  shall  be    set  on  edge  and    bolted    to    the 

The  rope  shall  be  a  manllla  three-stranded  rope,  not 
less  than  four  and  a  half  nor  more  than  five  Inches  In  cir- 
cumference. There  shall  be  a  clamp  equidistant  from  the 
first  cleat  on  either  side,  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  hold 
the  rope  In  position  until  released.  , ,  ^  «„  ♦».« 

This  clamp  shall  not  make  an  appreciable  kink  In  the 
rope.  Any  position  may  be  assumed  before  the  pistol  is 
fired  No  mechanical  device  shall  be  used  for  holding  the 
rope  No  belts  shall  be  used.  But  the  anchorman  may  be 
allowed  to  use  a  single  twist  around  the  arm  and  below 
the  shoulder.  The  flanges  to  hold  the  rope  In  place  shall 
not  be  constructed  so  as  to  bind  on  the  rope  In  any  posi- 
tion that  the  anchor  may  assume.  Competitors  shall  not 
use  weights  in  unlimited  pulls,  but  in  pulls  limited  to 
specified  weights  competitors  may  use  weights,  providing 
the  total  weight  of  the  team.  Including  weights,  does  not 

exceed  the  limit.  ^  „  w     *i - 

The  standard  time  limit  for  each  pull  shall  be  three 
minutes,  and  a  rest  of  not  less  than  ten  minutes  shall  be 
allowed  each  competitor  between  trial  pulls.  A  shorter 
or  longer  time  limit  may  be  agreed  upon  for  other  than 
championship  contests. 

When  Tugs-of-War  are  limited  to  teams  of  a  given 
weight  competitors  shall  be  weighed    before    competing. 
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They  shall  be  .veighed  as  they  pull,  i.e.,  including  clothing, 
shoes,  etc.  The  weighing  in  shall  be  done  immediately 
before  the  pull. 

No  knot  of  any  kind  shall  be  tied  in  the  rope,  and  the 
rope  shall  not  be  passed  more  than  once  around  the  body 
of  the  anchor. 

RULE  XXVII. 
TOSSING  THE  CABER. 

The  caber  shall  be  round,  made  of  solid  wood,  sixteen 
feet  long,  and  shall  weigh  100  pounds.  The  diameter  of 
one  end  shall  be  twice  the  diameter  of  the  other  end,  and 
it  shall  taper  gradually  from  the  large  to  the  small  end. 
If  metal  additions  should  be  necessary  to  bring  the  caber 
up  to  the  required  weight  an  equal  quantity  must  be  added 
to  each  end,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  entire  quantity  used 
exceed  twenty  pounds. 

The  caber  shall  be  held  perpendicularly  by  the  small 

end,  and  shall  be  tossed  so  tnat  the  butt  or  large  end  shall 

strike  the  ground  first,  the  object  being  to  force  over  and 

.  away  as  far  as  possible  from  the  competitor  the  small  end, 

to  which  all  measurements  shall  be  made. 

The  distance  of  the  run  before  the  tosB  shall  be  un- 
limited. 

The  measurements  shall  be  made  from  the  toe  of  the 
foot  on  which  the  competitor  stands  when  the  caber  leaves 
his  grasp  to  the  small  end  of  the  caber  as  it  rests  on  the 
ground.  If  standing  on  both  feet,  then  the  measurement 
shall  be  made  from  the  toe  of  the  foot  farthest  to  the 
front. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trials. 

Letting  the  caber  drop  or  touch  the  ground  after  it  has 
been  raised  before  making  the  toss  shall  be  counted  as  a 
trial  without  result. 


RULE  XXVIII. 

MARATHON    ROAD    RACES. 

1.  Each  competitor  must  undergo  a  medical  examina- 
tion previous  to  the  start  by  the  medical  officer  or  officers 
appointed  by  the  Games  Comnittee. 

2.  A  competitor  must  at  once  retire  from  the  race  if 
ordered  to  do  so  by  a  member  of  the  medical  staff  ap- 
pointed by  the  Committee. 

3.  No  competitor,  either  at  the  start  or  during  the 
progress  of  the  race,  may  take  or  receive  any  drug.  The 
breach  of  this  rule  will  operate  as  an  absolute  disqualifi- 
cation. 
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4  If  necessary  the  staUon  of  each  compeUtor  at  the 
sUrt  will  be  determined  by  lot,  and  in  the  event  of  com- 
petitors being  too  numerous  to  be  started  on  a  single  Une 
they  will  be  started  on  two  or  more  lines. 

5  In  races  of  ten  miles  and  over  each  competitor  shall 
be  allowed  two  attendants,  who  shall  wear  on  the  arm  the 
same  distinctive  number  as  the  competitor. 

6  The  attendants  shall,  during  the  progress  of  the 
race,  remain  behind  the  compeitor  they  are  attending,  or 
be  sufficiently  in  front  to  prevent  them  giving  pacing  assist- 
ance. Non-observance  of  this  rule  will  disqualify  the  com- 
petitor. 

7.  Attendants  will  not  be  permitted  at  the  start  of  the 
contest,  but  must  proceed  to  an  appointed  place,  not  less 
than  one  mile  from  the  start,  and  join  their  competitors  as 
they  pass.  No  attendant  will  be  allowed  to  finish  with  the 
competitors. 

S.  Any  competitor  who  drops  out  of  the  rice  and  who 
subsequently  obstructs  another  competitor,  or  who  seeks 
to  finish  the  race  without  having  run  over  the  whole 
course,  will  render  himself  liable  to  suspension  by  the 
Re^straiion  Committee. 

9.  Any  competitor  whose  attendant  or  attendants  ob- 
struct another  competitor  will  be  disqualified. 

10.  Each  competitor  must  provide  his  own  attendants 
and  required  refreshments./ 

RULE  XXIX. 

RELAY  RArES. 

1.  A  line  shall  be  drawn  twenty  feet  in  front  of  each 
starting  line.  Between  these  two  lines  each  runner  must 
touch  the  succeeding  runner.  Failure  to  do  this  shall  dis- 
qualify the  team  in  that  event.  There  shall  be  Judges  of 
Relay  Racing,  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  see  that  all 
touches  are  properly  made. 

2.  The  same  rules  with  reference  to  fouling,  coaching 
or  Impeding  a  runner  in  any  manner  apply  to  relay  racing 
as  to  other  running  events. 

3.  In  the  case  of  a  handicap  relay  race  the  runner  on 
the  first  relay  is  granted  the  total  handicap  allowed  each 
team. 

4.  No  member  of  a  relay  team.  In  order  to  relieve  his 
teammate,  can  run  back  of  the  line.  No  man  can  run  two 
relays  in  any  one  team. 
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5.  Only  those  are  allowed  to  run  la  the  final  of  a  relay 
race  who  have  competed  in  the  trial  heats. 

6.  The  positions  of  the  team  must  be  drawn  for. 

7.  In  all  relay  races  an  announcement  must  be  made  as 
to  what  distance  each  man  is  to  run  in  his  relay.  Any 
man  failing  to  run  the  distance  required  shall  cause  his 
team  to  be  disqualified.  And  the  failing  of  any  one  man 
to  run  his  full  relay  shall  cause  the  team  to  be  disqualified.  < 
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BOXING  RULES 


OF  THE 


British  Columbia  /imateur  Athletic  Union 


1  In  all  open  competitions  the  ring  shall  be  not  less 
than  sixteen  feet  nor  more  than  twenty-four  feet  square 
and  shall  be  formed  of  eight  stakes  or  ropes,  the  latter 
extending  in  double  lines,  the  uppermost  "««  four  feet  from 
the  floor  and  the  lower  line  two  feet  from  the  floor. 

2.  Competitors  to  box  in  regulation  athletic  ccstume, 
in  shoes  without  spikes,  or  in  socks,  and  to  use  boxing 
gloves  of  not  more  than  eight  ounces  In  weight. 

3  Weights  to  be:    Bantam,  105    pounds    and    nnAev, 
feather,  115  pounds  and  under;    special,  125  pounds  and 
underT  light.  135  pounds  and  "n^er;  welter.  145  Pounds  and 
under;  middle,  158  pounds  and  under;  heavy,  158  pounds^ 
and  over. 

4  Any  athlete  who  weighs  in  and  then  fails  to  com- 
pete; without  an  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Games  Com- 
mittee, shall  be  suspended  for  six  /"0"th«  Contestaats 
shall  be  weighed  within  one  hour  of  the  beginning  of  the 
contests,  and  any  contestant  being  over  weight  shall  be 
rejected. 

5  In  all  open  competitions  the  result  shall  be  decided 
by  two  Judges,  with  a  Referee.  A  Timekeeper  shall  be 
appointed. 

6.  In  all  competitions  the  number  of  rounds  to  be  con- 
tested shall  be  three.  The  duration  of  rounds  in  the  trial 
bout  shall  be  limited  to  three  minutes  each.  In  the  finals 
fought  the  first  two  rounds  will  be  three  minutes  each  and 
the  final  round  four  minutes.  The  interval  between  two 
rounds  shall  be  one  minute. 

7.  In  pll  competitions,  any  competitor  falling  to  come 
up  when  time  is  called  shall  lose  the  bout. 
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8.  Immediately  before  the  competition  each  competitor 
shall  draw  his  number  and  compete  as  follows:  To  have 
a  preliminary  round  of  as  many  contests  as  the  total  num- 
ber of  contestants  exceeds  two,  four,  eight,  sixteen  or 
thirty-t  ,o,  and  drop  the  losers.  This  leaves  two,  four, 
eight,  bixteen  or  thirty-two  contestants,  and  rounds  then 
proceed  regularly  with  no  byes  or  uneven  contests. 

9.  Each  competitor  shall  be  entitled  to  the  assistance 
of  one  second  only,  and  no  advice  or  coaching  shall  be 
given  to  any  competitor  by  his  second,  or  by  any  other  per- 
son, during  the  progress  of  any  ■'ound. 

10.  The  manner  of  judging  shall  be  as  follows:  The 
two  Judges  and  Referee  shall  be  stationed  apart.  At  the 
end  of  each  bout  each  Judge  shall  write  the  name  of  the 
competitor  who  In  his  opinion  has  won,  and  shall  hand  the 
same  to  the  Announcer  (or  Master  of  Ceremonies).  In 
case  the  Judges  agree  the  Master  of  Ceremonies  shall  an- 
nounce the  name  of  the  winner;  but  In  cases  where  the 
Judges  disagree  the  Master  of  Ceremonies  shall  so  Inform 
the  Referee,  who  shall  thereupon  himself  decide. 

11.  The  Referee  shall  have  power  to  give  his  casting 
vote  when  the  Judges  disagree,  to  caution  or  disqualify  a 
competitor  for  Infringing  rules,  or  to  stop  a  round  in  the 
event  of  either  man  being  knocked  down;  providing  that 
the  stopping  of  either  of  the  first  two  rounds  shall  not  dis- 
qualify any  competitor  from  competing  In  the  final  round 
to  decide  the  competition,  except  either  man  shows 
so  marked  a  superiority  over  the  other  that  a  continu- 
ation of  the  contest  would  serve  only  to  show  the  loser's 
ability  to  take  punishment.  And  the  Referee  can  order  a 
further  round,  limited  to  two  miii  'es,  in  the  event  of  the 
Judges  disagreeing. 

12.  The  decision  of  the  Judges  or  Referee,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  be  final. 

13.  In  all  competitions  the  decision  shall  be  given  In 
favor  of  the  competitor  who  displays  the  best  style  and 
obtains  the  greatest  number  of  points.  The  points  shall 
be:  For  attack,  direct  clean  hits  with  the  knuckles  of 
either  hand  on  any  part  of  the  front  or  sides  of  the  head 
or  body  above  the  belt;  defence,  guarding,  slipping,  duck- 
ing, counter-hitting  or  getting  away.  Where  points  are 
otherwise  equal,  consideration  to  be  given  to  the,man  who 
does  the  most  of  the  leading  off. 
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14.  The  Referee  may  disqualify  a  competitor  who  is 
boxing  unfairly  by  kicking  or  hitting  with  the  open  glove 
by  hitting  with  the  inside  or  butt  of  the  hand,  the  wrist  or 
elbow,  hitting  or  catching  hold  the  waist,  or  hitting  when 

down  (one  knee  and  one  hand,  or  both  knees  on  the  floor) 
butting  with  the  head  or  shoulder,  wrestling  or  roughing 
at  the  ropes,  using  offenclve  and  scurrilous  language   or 
not  obeying  the  orders  of  the  Referee. 

16.  The  competitor  who  has  last  been  beaten  by  the 
winner  shall  be  entitled  to  second  place,  and  all  who 
have  been  beaten  by  the  winners  of  either  first  or  second 
place  shall  be  entitled  to  compete  for  third  place. 

16.  In  case  of  a  default  for  any  cause  whatever  the 
Committee  may  order  the  bout  to  be  boxed,  substituting 
for  the  man  defaulting  a  contestant  who  previously  boxed 
in  the  class  and  who  can  make  the  weight. 

17.  If  In  the  opinion  of  the  Referee  or  the  Judges  a 
bout  is  not  being  contested  on  Its  merits  said  bout  must  be 
stopped  by  the  Referee  and  the  contestant  or  contestants 
so  at  fault  disqualified,  and  another  boxer  or  pair  of  boxers 
substituted,  as  provided  in  section  above. 

18.  In  the  event  of  aj  question  arising  not  provided 
for  in  these  rules  the  jlr  ee  to  have  full  power  to  de- 
cide such  question  or  interpretation  of  rule.

14.  If  in  the  preliminary  bouts  no  fall  has  been  ob- 
tained by  either  contestant  after  the  expiration  of  six  min- 
utes the  Referee  may  award  the  bout  to  the  contestant  hav- 
ing shown  the  best  qualities,  or  who  evidently  has  acted 
mostly  upon  the  offensive;  or  the  Referee  may,  after 
allowing  three  minutes  rest,  order  a  supplementary  bout  of 
three  minutes.

15.  Contestants  shall  be  weighed  within  one  hour  of 
the  beginning  of  the  contests,  and  any  contestant  being 
over  weight  shall  be  rejected. 

16.  Any  athlete  who  weighs  in  and  then  fails  to  com- 
pete, without  an  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Games  Com- 
mittee, shall  be  suspended  for  six  months.  AH  weighing 
it  shall  cease  as  soon  as  the  first  bout  of  the  tournament 
on  each  night  is  commenced. 
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
